Raider meets his 
match at hands 
of three priests 



‘CHURCH 
ON TOP’: 
Father 
Kieran 
Magovern

THREE priests in their sixties, wearing 
pyjamas, caught a burglar red-handed 
and sat on him to prevent him from 
escaping until police arrived. 

Father Jimmy Shiel - who used to play 
rugby - launched a flying tackle to force 
the intruder to the floor after he had bro¬ 
ken into the presbytery at St Mary’s Church 
in West Street, Dunstable, last Sunday. 

The 67-year-old held him in a ‘vice-like 
grip’ until Father Kieran Magovern, who is 
66 and had undergone a triple heart 
bypass operation in the past, rushed in to 
help out his colleague and force his knee 
down on the burglar’s back. 

Indian born Father Chacko Panathara, 
61, then arrived to help control the burglar 
before calling the police. 

It was a scene that would not have looked 
out of place in an episode of the classic TV 
comedy series Father Ted. 

Father Magovern, who is the parish priest 
for the Catholic Church, said: “He entered 
Jimmy’s bedroom and Jimmy woke to see 
this guy in his room. 

“The burglar ran and Jimmy jumped out 
of bed and ran after him. As he did he 


hammered on Father Panathara’s door. 
Jimmy played a lot of rugby when he was 
younger and it was in the corridor that he 
floored him. It was a rugby tackle and the 
chap was taken to the floor. 

“Jimmy was on top of him and holding 
him and I got on the floor and had my knee 
in the chap’s back. 

“My arrival meant Chacko could go and 
get a phone and that’s what he did. 

“He came back with it, handed it to me 
and I rang 999 and told the police what 
was happening. The church came out on 
top.” 

Police officers arrived and ran upstairs to 
the corridor to find the three priests in 
their nightwear holding on to the burglar. 
They took over and promptly arrested him. 

A 28-year-old, from Dunstable, was later 
charged with burglary and on Monday 
appeared at Luton Magistrates’ Court. 

He did not enter a plea but was remand¬ 
ed in custody for a committal hearing to 
Luton Crown Court next month. 

Just hours after the drama, the three 
parish priests were going about their 
church duties with early morning mass, 
baptisms and meetings with parents of 
children preparing for their first 
communions. 


Central Beds’ 
compromise 
agreements 
cost council 
nearly £250k 

ALMOST £250,000 in compromise 
agreements was paid to departing 
council staff in just nine months. 

Central Bedfordshire Council gave 
£247,213 to ten outgoing employees 
since January of this year at an 
average £24,700 per worker. 

Central Beds had refused to give 
the figures to our sister paper, 
Bedfordshire on Sunday , claiming it 
would cost too much to process the 
information. 

But after a week of wrangling with 
the authority it handed over details, 
which are almost three times as 
much as neighbour Bedford Borough 
Council. 

News of the huge pay-outs comes at 
a time when Central Beds looks to 
axe 250 jobs and is slashing the 
wages of 1,500 workers. 

The authority’s chief executive, 
Richard Carr, who earns £185,000 a 
year, has denied that the payments 
were to silence ex-employees. 

He said: “We do not pay staff not to 
talk about their work once their 
employment has ended. 

“Since January we have reached 
compromise agreements with ten 
employees to mutually agree the 
terms of their departure from the 
council. 

“These agreements are based on 
statutory entitlements (such as 
redundancy and notice periods). 

“The total cost of the agreements 
entered into with the staff concerned 
has been £247,213.”

EDL leader’s public order appeal thrown out 


THE leader of the English Defence 
League has failed in a bid to over¬ 
turn a conviction for a public order 
offence before a Luton Town game. 

Stephen Lennon, of Luton, was left 
with a bill for £520 costs after his 
appeal was dismissed by a High 
Court Judge at Luton Crown Court 
on Friday. 

The offence of using threatening, 
abusive or insulting words or 
behaviour likely to provoke unlaw¬ 
ful violence dated back to August 24 
last year when there was a 
confrontation between Newport 
County and Hatters fans before an 
evening game in the Blue Square 
Bet Premier Division. 

Prosecutor Daniel Higgins said the 
supporters from Wales had been 
drinking heavily and were being 
shepherded by police at the 
Bedfordshire Yeoman pub in Dallow 
Road, Luton. 

At around 6pm they made a mass 
exodus from the pub into St Peter's 


Road, where about 50 Luton 
supporters were approaching from 
the opposite end. 

There was a confrontation, with 
police heavily outnumbered at first, 
which involved chanting, missiles 
being thrown, assaults and damage 
to property. 

Mr Higgins said it was the Crown's 
case that Lennon was at the front of 
the group, with others looking to 
him for leadership. It is alleged he 
was chanting ‘E . . . E ... EDL’, the 
court was told. 

But Lennon, 28, told Mr Justice 
Saunders: “I was not with the group. 
There was a lot of shouting and 
screaming and some fighting but it 
looked more like ‘handbags’ to me. 

“It was all about England and 
Wales. I may have called them 
‘sheep s *******’ and things like that 
but I never mentioned EDL. It is 
ridiculous to suggest that, it is just 
not relevant.” 

He said he was the only one out of 


more than 100 people there who 
was arrested, and that was because 
there was a warrant out for his 
arrest for assault. 

He said he was interviewed about 
the assault charge which was later 
dropped and it was only then he 
was charged with the public order 
offence. 

In dismissing the appeal Mr 
Justice Saunders said: “It must have 
been a frightening scene for anyone 
to observe.” 

Lennon, who is awaiting sentence 
for an offence of common assault at 
a rally in Blackburn, was given a 
community order by magistrates for 
the public order offence with 150 
hours unpaid work. 

That sentence remains and the 
court was told he has completed 
100 hours of the work so far. 

His barrister, Scott Ivill, said 
Lennon’s assets were frozen at the 
moment so he would be unable to 
pay the costs.

LUTON South MP Gavin Shuker 
had double cause for 
celebration this week - he 
turned 30 and was promoted to 
‘Shadow Minister for Sewage’. 

Labour MP Mr Shuker

I asked the 
Environment Secretary about her 
plans to create jobs for the 
economy, but she didn’t have any 
answers. 

“It’s a community role to create 
new green jobs in economy. 
Staying in Defra was a brilliant 
30th birthday present for me - 
finding out on Sunday was great. 

“I got a phone call on Friday I 
was staying Defra, then came the 
call about the change in role and 
that it was a step up. 

“It was a cause for double cele¬ 
bration as I got the phone call 
about the promotion on Sunday - 
which was the day of my 30th 
birthday.” 

Mr Shuker became one of the 
UK’s youngest MPs when, at the 
age of 28, he won the hotly 
contested Luton South seat 
vacated by Margaret Moran in 
last year’s General Election.

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Attack victim was 
in fear for his life

A YOUNG father said he 
‘thought he might die’ when a 
gang of eight attacked him 
and stamped on his head. 

The 20-year-old (right) was 
subjected to the terrible ordeal 
in the alleyway next to Bar 
Chameleon in High Street 
North, Dunstable. 

He had been drinking in the 
pub with friends, but had lost 
them during the night, and was 
outside in the smoking area on 
his own when a man came up 
to him and asked for his phone. 

The attacker then dragged 
him down the alley where more 
men appeared and started to 
beat him up. 

The victim, who we have 
agreed not to name, said: 
“There was a bit of a scuffle at 
first where it was just me and 
him and then his mates 
jumped in. 

“I don’t know who they were, I 



haven’t got any grudges with 
anyone. 

“They were stamping on my 
head. The rest of them started 
to stop when I think they saw 
the blood, but the main guy 
just kept going. 

“I thought I might die. They 
were telling him to calm down 
and he did stop eventually.” 

He got away after the main 
attacker threatened him saying 


he had ten seconds to escape 
or he would be killed. 

He added: “I didn’t think it 
was too bad at first. I thought I 
would go to bed but they con¬ 
vinced me to go to hospital and 
when I got there I realised how 
bad it was. 

“My jaw was broken and 
pushed to the right side. It was 
all lopsided. 

“I wasn’t covered in blood or 
anything, I just had to keep 
spitting it out of my mouth. 

“As soon as I got to hospital 
they put me on morphine and 
took me to surgery.” 

His broken jaw needed two 
metal plates and four screws to 
keep it in place. 

Three men have been arrest¬ 
ed in connection with the 
attack, which happened on 
September 11, but no one has 
been charged.

The man, in his 30s,

treatment for minor head 
injuries. The deer did not 
survive the fall.

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Link Road may lead to 
fewer speeding tickets

NEARLY 5,000 speeding tickets 
have been handed out on just 
three roads in the past three 
years. 

The worst street in Bedfordshire 
for drivers breaking the speed 
limit each year since 2008 was 
Luton Road, Dunstable, in 
2010/11 when 2,071 were caught 
travelling faster than the 30mph 
limit. The year before, Dunstable 
Road, Luton, caught 1,718 offend¬ 
ers, while in 2008/09 the camera 
in Chalkhill on the A5 flashed 
1,791 people. 

The position of fixed speed 
cameras is determined by coun¬ 
cils, but the issuing of tickets is 
controlled by the police. 



MP for Southwest Bedfordshire 
Andrew Selous thinks the prob¬ 
lem could be alleviated by the 
proposed A5-M1 Link Road, 
which aims to reduce traffic in 
the centre of Dunstable. 

He said: “The Link Road would 
clearly take people from those 
roads and the roads will therefore 
be much less congested and peo¬ 
ple will feel less need to speed to 
get to their destination as per¬ 
haps they feel they do at the 
moment when they are stuck in 


traffic - not that that is an excuse. 
The A5-M1 link will help a great 
deal to reduce traffic and conges¬ 
tion.” 

A police spokesman said: 
“Fixed cameras will only be 
installed at locations where there 
is a history of collisions, where 
highway safety experts consider 
that the presence of a fixed safety 
camera will be the most effective 
way to prevent similar collisions 
occurring in the future. 

“Local residents in urban and 
rural areas when asked what their 
priorities are, they nearly always 
cite speeding in their top three. 

“The purpose of cameras is to 
deter speeding to make the roads 
safer, not to generate income 
from speeding fines.” 

The figures were published fol¬ 
lowing a Freedom of Information 
Act request.

At one point he went round a 
roundabout the wrong way in 
the car, which had false 


number plates. O’Halloran, of 
Arrow Close, Luton, pleaded 
guilty to driving dangerously, 
using a vehicle without 
insurance, fraudulently use of 
a registration mark and driving 
otherwise than in accordance 
with a licence. 

He will be sentenced next 
month.

Organisations are letting down child sex abuse victims 


VICTIMS of child sexual 
exploitation are being failed, 
according to a new university 
study. 

Disturbing findings were 
uncovered by a two year report 
written by the University of 
Bedfordshire, which said the 
‘prosecution of abusers is rare’ 
and, where criminal proceedings 
take place, ‘young people’s 
experience of court can be 
intolerable’. 


The research, funded by Comic 
Relief, was published on Friday 
and carried out by Sue Jago and 
Professor Jenny Pearce from the 
International Centre for the Study 
of Sexually Exploited and 
Trafficked Young People, based at 
the university’s Luton campus. 

Professor Pearce and Sue Jago 
said: “This is a unique and 
important piece of work which 
shows child sexual exploitation is 
child abuse and many Local 


Safeguarding Children Boards are 
failing its victims. 

“Our research shows there are 
pockets of good practice but this 
is not being shared across the 
country.” 

Professor Pearce and Sue Jago 
have, with Professor John Pitts, 
now been commissioned by the 
Office of the Children’s 
Commissioner to help with the 
national inquiry into Child Sexual 
Exploitation in Gangs and Groups.

These are hard times 

SIR - The fact that, according to the 
Office for National Statistics, public 
spending is at a ten-year low, comes 
as no shock. 

Families in Britain are faced with 
falling salaries - and in many cases 
redundancy - rising inflation and the 
soaring price of food and fuel. 

Tightening purse strings is an 
inevitable side-effect of current dire 
circumstances. And it isn’t just ‘vul¬ 
nerable’ or ‘low income’ households 
who are struggling. 

Those who never, ever expected to 
face financial difficulty are now find¬ 
ing that the money they had put 
aside is being relentlessly eroded. 

Aside from general pressures, 
research that we published at the 
height of the recession showed that 
53 per cent of people in the UK had 
already experienced a fundamental 
change to their working conditions 
including a decrease in working 
hours, change in salary or job loss. 

Yet, the level of unclaimed benefits 
currently stands at £19.18 billion, 
suggesting that awareness of the 
money available to people who are 
unexpectedly struggling is low. 

At this time of major financial pres¬ 
sures, household scrimping, and 


sweeping changes to the benefits 
system, it is more important than 
ever that people regularly check their 
eligibility for additional support. 

Meanwhile, a lack of affordable 
housing in rural areas, as raised by 
this week’s shocking report from 
Shelter, is sadly just one of the many 
serious and difficult issues faced 
those living in Britain’s countryside.

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Elderly man in boiling water 
ordeal ‘was lucky to survive’

A MAN in his sixties was attacked with boiling 
water, caustic soda, an iron and a broom 
handle, a court has heard. 

Timothy Sheridan’s ordeal at a friend’s flat in 
Crawley Green Road, Luton, went on through 
the night and into the next morning. 

Mr Sheridan told the police he was ‘lucky to 
survive’, Luton Crown Court heard on Thursday 
He was left with chemical and flame burns, a 
broken finger and wounds that needed stitches. 

Prosecutor Claudette Elliott said the attack 
happened at Jenny Collins’ flat during the night 
of October 7, 2010 and into the next morning. 


She said: “This was a very serious assault on a 
man in his sixties at his friend’s flat. The injured 
person Timothy Sheridan was assaulted over a 
prolonged period of time while he was visiting 
Jenny Collins’ flat.” 

Ms Elliott said the three attackers were Jackie 
Kerr, Jenny Collins and Barry Medlock. The jury 
was told Kerr and Collins had pleaded guilty to 
causing grievous bodily harm with intent. 

Mr Medlock, 64, a neighbour of Collins in 
Crawley Green Road, pleads not guilty to the 
same charge. 

Mr Sheridan was to tell the police that the main 
attacker was Jackie Kerr, but all three took part. 

Ms Elliott added: “The weapons used included 
an iron and a kettle with boiling water. 


“He was hit and sprayed over his body and 
caustic soda was used. 

“Barry Medlock played a part. He used a pole to 
hit him and got the kettle with the boiling water 
that Jackie Kerr poured over him.” 

The jury was told that when Medlock was 
arrested ire said he did not take part in the 
assault. 

He said he had gone back to his flat two doors 
away and did not return until the next morning. 

Ms Elliott added: “He said he heard shouting 
and went to investigate. 

“He said he tried to help by intervening 
between Kerr and Mr Sheridan, and did not play 
a part in the attack.” 

The case continues.

Houseowner guilty of 
a £12k benefit fraud 


A BENEFITS fraudster who 
stole £12,000 from taxpayers 
has been given a suspended 
prison sentence. 

Nasreen Zulfqar deliberately 
lied on her application forms in 
telling Luton Borough Council 
she was privately renting the 
house in Saxon Road, in which 
she was living - whereas 
actually she was the landlord. 

She was rumbled after an 
investigation by the council’s 
audit team, and at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court admitted 
three counts of benefit fraud. 

By giving the council false 
and misleading information 
she fraudulently obtained 


benefits totalling £12,000. 
Zulfqar, of Culverhouse Road, 
Luton, is now repaying these 
funds to the council. 

The magistrates sentenced 
Zulfqar to 16 weeks 
imprisonment, suspended for 
12 months and required her to 
undertake 200 hours unpaid 
work in the community. She 
was further ordered to pay 
£220 towards the council’s 
prosecution costs.

A TEENAGE girl was tied to a 
radiator when knife-wielding 
masked men raided her home 
before stealing cash and gold 
jewellery.

£15k fine for company’s lettings rule breach 


A COMPANY was fined £15,000 
for letting out buildings without 
planning permission. 

Luton Borough Council 
prosecuted Bis-Mil-Lah 
Enterprises Limited for failing to 
comply with a Planning 
Enforcement Notice regarding 
two outbuildings in Brook Street, 
Luton. 

The notice required the use of 
two detached buildings as self- 
contained dwellings to stop 
because they were being let for 


accommodation without planning 
permission. 

On October 7 Luton Magistrates’ 
Court upheld the notice even 
though Bis-Mil-lah Enterprises, 
formerly of Bury Park Road and 
now operating as Bis-Mil-Lah 
Solutions Limited in Victoria 
Street, had appealed against it. 

In the meantime, Bis-mil-lah 
Enterprises had continued to let 
the outbuildings as 
accommodation. 

A council spokeswoman said: 


“The council will not tolerate 
landlords breaking the law. 

“If we find other landlords 
letting premises for 
accommodation which are 
unsuitable, we will not hesitate 
to take enforcement action.” 

As well as its fine, Bis-Mil-Lah 
was ordered to pay a £10,000 
contribution towards the 
council’s costs, bearing in mind 
the benefit the company had 
derived from the unlawful 
letting. 


Plans in pipeline 
to merge schools

A SPECIAL school could be 
closed and merged with another 
which will be expanded. 

Views are being sought on plans 
to shut down Hillcrest School in 
Parkside Drive, Houghton Regis, 
and combine it with the 
‘outstanding’ Ofsted-rated 
Glenwood School in Beech Road, 
Dunstable. 

Central Bedfordshire Council is 
seeking feedback on alternative 
arrangements for delivering 
special schooling as part of a 
consultation that started this 
week. 

The proposal involves creating 
an area special school to ‘secure 
good quality special educational 
provision for current and future 
families’. 

The merger would be achieved 
by expanding Glenwood and 
closing Hillcrest to form one 
school across the existing two 
sites under a new name. 

By sharing facilities and bring¬ 
ing together staff expertise, the 
area special school would cater 
for a wider range of needs as well 


as offering families improved 
provision closer to home. 

It is hoped the merged school 
would offer greater potential to 
hold on to and develop quality 
teaching and also supply support 
for children with special educa¬ 
tional needs in mainstream 
schools. 

The plan is an amendment to a 
council decision in the summer 
to merge the two schools, along 
with Weatherfield School, follow¬ 
ing both informal and informal 
consultation. 

However, following a subse¬ 
quent decision by the Secretary of 
State to grant academy status for 
Weatherfield, the council has 
revoked the statutory notices for 
merging the three schools and is 
starting a new consultation 
process to agree future arrange¬ 
ments. 

Feedback from the previous 
consultation, including that of 
the schools themselves, support¬ 
ed the merger of Glenwood and 
Hillcrest if the larger merger with 
Weatherfield was not possible. 

Cllr MarkVersallion said: “Above 
all our aim is to meet the needs of 
children and young people, 


particularly those with complex 
needs. The outcomes for these 
children are always likely to be 
better if they can go to school 
close to home and their families 
can remain involved. 

“Having successfully 

established the Ivel Valley Area 
Special School in east Central 
Bedfordshire we are keen to safe¬ 
guard and strengthen special 
educational provision in the 
south of our area. 

“I very much hope that every¬ 
one with an interest in the future 
of our special schools - parents, 
staff and other professionals and 
the local community - will take 
this opportunity to feed back 
their views.” 

Those wanting to find out more 
about the proposals can do so at 
public meetings on November 1 
at 2pm at Hillcrest School and on 
November 2 at 7pm at Glenwood 
School.

Wi-fi piggybacked 
take a bit of a risk

MORE than half of local business¬ 
es have admitted using someone 
else’s wireless internet network 
without their permission. 

A survey showed that 56 per cent 
of firms in Luton engage in ‘piggy¬ 
backing’, an illegal practice in 
which wi-fi users obtain free web 
access via a network owned by 
another person or company with¬ 
out permission. 

And more than a third of respon¬ 
dents (35 per cent) to a survey 
believe there’s nothing wrong 
with it - despite the fact that dis¬ 
honestly using an electronics 
communications service with the 
intent to avoid paying is an 
offence under the 

Communications Act 2003. 

Wi-fi ‘piggybacking’ has been 
around since the dawn of wireless 


computing as many people do 
not secure their networks with a 
password. 

Ajay Kara, director of The PC 
Support Group Luton, which car¬ 
ried out the survey, said: “The 
perception is that borrowing a bit 
of bandwidth is cheeky but not 
really criminal behaviour. 

“There’s also a view that if some¬ 
one does not take the trouble to 
password-protect their wireless 
network they have to accept the 
consequences. 

“Unfortunately, human nature 
being what it is, if you don’t make 
your system secure, you are at the 
very least likely to end up paying 
for someone else to have the priv¬ 
ilege of accessing the web. It will 
also slow your use of the internet. 

“You are also leaving yourself 
open to risk. 

“In most cases bandwidth theft 
is simply about people wanting to 


avoid paying for services. But 
occasionally, piggybacking is 
used as a means of hiding illegal 
downloading activity or engaging 
in identity theft. 

“Many business users don’t 
think twice about logging on to 
free wi-fi in cafes or using their 
hotel’s wireless network when 
travelling, but the truth is, 
although convenient, open wire¬ 
less networks also carry some risk. 

“More people are working 
remotely and using wireless tech¬ 
nology than ever before. The edu¬ 
cation of risk tends to lack behind 
the technology.” 

A Bedfordshire Police spokes¬ 
woman said: “We would always 
recommend that people using wi¬ 
fi implement and use the firewalls 
available to protect their connec¬ 
tions and also follow any supplier 
guidance available to protect 
their passwords.” 


Group congratulate themselves over high-five record

Mental health charity Make A 
Difference (MAD) enlisted the 
help of more than 2,100 people 
at ten locations, including St 


George’s Square, Luton, for the 
attempt. The group held the 
bid for the most people to 
high-five simultaneously on 
Monday - World Mental Health 
Day - and comfortably beat 
the existing record of 1,790. 


But before the attempt is 
recognised as being official, 
the organisers have to 
complete a series of witness 
statements which will be 
scrutinised by Guinness World 
Records.

New device means 


ust a fingertip away 


HOW would you like to spend an evening cruising with the Traffic 
Cops as they unveil their latest weapon to tackle law-breakers? 
Mobile ID, which checks fingerprints, has been used in Luton and 
across the rest of the county since June and went national in July. 
ADAM THOMPSON reports. 


I’M OUT on patrol with PC Carl 
Klein of Bedfordshire Police who 
has been part of the force’s traf¬ 
fic cops for the last eight years. 

He tells me about the police’s 
new tool that checks the 
fingerprints of potential offend¬ 
ers using the help of Mobile ID. 

The device - which is basically 
a Blackberry mobile with a scan¬ 
ner attached - is used to identify 
anyone suspected of committing 
or about to commit a crime and 
even in the identification of 
dead people. 

As we make our way through 
the evening rush-hour traffic 
our talk is interrupted as we see 
a man make a move beyond a 
‘no right turn’ sign... so I soon 
get to see the device in action. 

“It’s at this time you see a lot 
of people breaking traffic 
laws, either making cuts 
through roads they 
shouldn’t or sitting in 
traffic playing on their 
phones,” he tells me. 

PC Klein pulls the man 
over and the worker 
holds his hands up as 
the officer invites him 
for a talk in the back of 
the car. 

“I know I shouldn’t but I’ve 
seen others do it,” he tells 


the constable. He’s spoken to 
and when asked if he’d been 
drinking he’s told to supply a 
sample. The 


plumber gets tested and is found 
with 34mg of alcohol in 100 mil¬ 
lilitres of breath - lmg under the 
legal limit. 

Out comes the Mobile ID. After 
scanning the fingerpints of a per¬ 
son the tool logs into the nation¬ 
al fingerprint database, IDENT1, 
to look for a match. 

In it are more than eight mil¬ 
lion people’s information of 
those who have been convicted 
or have been involved in police 
investigations. 

A scan comes up showing 
there’s no data for this man, his 
information is deleted and 
after a ticking off that he was 
■ ‘a sniff of alcohol away from 
t losing his licence’ the 

relieved motorist is sent 
on his way.

information you provide is delet¬ 
ed there and then. 

“Officers will only use this if 
they suspect someone of com¬ 
mitting or about to commit a 
crime. 

“But what this allows is that we 
don’t have to waste time and 
resources taking people back to 
the station for checks when we 
can run it all at the scene.” 

Earlier this year officers flagged 
up a vehicle using their 
Automatic Number Plate 
Recognition (ANPR). 

The car - which had four people 
in it - was thought to have been 
used in a sexual offence. After 
stopping the vehicle and check¬ 


ing the occupants with Mobile ID 
they found two had given false 
details. Both were arrested, one 
was wanted for two thefts and a 
GBH and the other was in breach 
of bail. 

I asked the traffic cop how peo¬ 
ple feel when he asks for their 
fingerprints? 

He said: “The majority of mem¬ 
bers of the public are quite happy 
to have their prints scanned and 
checked because they have noth¬ 
ing to hide. 

“What this does is stop people 
giving us false information about 
who they are. 

“In the past we’ve gone into 
court and the person in the dock 


is not the person who we have 
pulled over because someone has 
given another driver’s name. As of 
this year we also have the power 
to take people’s photographs if 
they cannot provide a driving 
licence. 

“It saves on wasting public 
money by putting people 
through the courts and it proves 
they were the driver we pulled 
over - that’s another advantage to 
this bit of kit.” 

This week the police admitted 
that the global breakdown of the 
BlackBerry’s network had affect¬ 
ed the use of Mobile ID but 
systems were back up and 
running on Thursday.

Rents rise puts Luton 
in a hotspot position

AVERAGE rents are at their high¬ 
est level all year at nearly £800 a 
month, according to latest 
figures from a lettings agent. 

Luton is proving to be a major 
rental hotspot in the region, with 
ever-increasing numbers of 
commuters prepared to travel up 
the Ml from towns such as 
Hemel Hempstead and Watford 
to save hundreds of pounds on 
their rent. 


Figures from haart’s Lettings 
Price Index show that average 
rents in the town last month rose 
15 per cent on the previous 
month to £787 as demand con¬ 
tinues to outstrip supply. Since 
the start of the year, rents have 
been rising at the rate of almost 
£2.50 a week.

“This is having a definite effect 
on average rents and is likely to 
continue to do so at least over the 
short to medium term.”

A SCHOOL’S special needs suite 
has finally been completed - 
ten years after the idea to build 
it was born. 

Staff and pupils at Parkfields 
Middle School, in Park Road, 
Toddington, celebrated as they 
launched their new £400,000 
Food Technology Room and 
Special Needs Suite. 

Steven Bird, who project 
managed the operation, cut the 
ribbon [pictured above] to 
officially launch the new 
building, which will house 
theory and practical rooms for

Man gets fine after he

A DRUG user was spared a 
community order after he 
admitted he had trouble keeping 
off illegal substances.

Luton Library Theatre 

October 24,7.45pm 

PIANIST Sam Haywood returns to the 
Music on Mondays stage at Luton Library 
Theatre to mark the genius of Schubert 
and the anniversary of the birth of 
another genius, Franz Liszt, whose 
bicentenary falls on Saturday. 

Schubert died so young, at the age of 31, 
that his talent was largely unrecognised in 
his lifetime, but his musical successors 
recognised both his compositional genius 
and his essential contribution to the devel¬ 
opment of music. 

Sam’s programme reflects both these 
aspects, as well as highlighting the dazzling 


pianism of Liszt, whose admiration for 
Schubert’s melodic and harmonic mastery 
is evident.

Your CV 


When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 


Keep it simple 


Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, date of birth, 
home and mobile phone numbers, email address and 
nationality. If you are offered an interview, the 
employer will want to get hold of you so give him as 
many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

JAKE Howells returned from 
international duty with a bang, 
grabbing two goals as Luton Town 
ran out 5-1 winners in the face of 
a spirited challenge from fellow 
Blue Square Bet Premier promo¬ 
tion contenders Gateshead. 

The Heed have been something 
of a surprise package this season 
and sat third in the table before 
the start of the match. They 
showed why that has been the 
case in spells, particularly during 
the first half, but manager Ian 
Bogie will rue his side’s missed 
opportunities. 

Hatters boss Gary Brabin rang 
in the changes after Tuesday 
night’s disappointing 2-2 draw at 
Ebbsfleet United. Keith Keane 
was given an immediate recall to 
the centre of midfield after 
completing his one-match ban, 
while Howells and Stuart 
Fleetwood came in for Jamie 
Hand and Aaron O’Connor.

Luton Culture 
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Brabin plans to keep calm 
and carry on after big win

AN emphatic 5-1 victory at home to Gateshead 
may well have Luton Town right in amongst the 
Blue Square Bet Premier promotion 
contenders, but manager Gary Brabin is 
remaining grounded. 

Two goals each for Jake Howells and substitute 
Jamie Hand, as well as Aaron O’Connor’s first for 
the club, sent the Hatters up to third on goal 
difference over the Tynesiders and five points 
behind league leaders Wrexham. 

The Welsh side visit Kenilworth Road on 
Tuesday evening and Luton will be full of confi¬ 
dence after this victory. Yet Brabin knows better 
than to start getting carried away at present. 

“I try not to get too excited when we win games 
and try not to get too despondent when we lose 
them,” he said. 

“It’s a fantastic scoreline, a fantastic perform¬ 
ance and I believe we are going in the right 
direction, but we can’t get too carried away at 
the moment. 

“It’s a long season - we’re going to have some 
disappointing results and performances 
between now and the end of the season. 

“But as long as we achieve our goal of promo¬ 
tion, which I’m confident of, and we get that 
consistency then the performances will come. 

“Gateshead are a good side, we knew they’d be 
difficult and they started quite brightly. 

“It was difficult for us, having to change so 
early in the game, but I thought the lads 
responded brilliantly and I thought we thor¬ 
oughly deserved the three points.” 

Some of the shine was taken off the win by an 
injury to Luton’s top scorer Amari Morgan- 
Smith, who limped off after 11 minutes and 



spent the rest of the match sitting in the direc¬ 
tor’s box rubbing his right calf. 

Brabin remains hopeful that he will not be out 
for too long, although he is now a doubt for 
Tuesday night’s game. 

The Hatters boss has had to deal with his fair 
share of injury problems at the club this season, 
saying: “It’s disappointing, but we’re used to it at 
the moment. 

“We had to bring Amari off on Tuesday because 
he was injured, we were hoping he would be 
alright today, but after ten minutes we had to 
bring him off. 


“I also left O’Connor off because we had to 
substitute him on Tuesday because he was 
injured. We brought him on, he was fantastic for 
an hour, and then we've had to bring him off to 
look after him. 

“I’m just hoping Amari is alright now after that. 
He was struggling on Tuesday and we brought 
him off because we thought we had caught it in 
time. 

“He’s taken it quite easy the last couple of days 
and we thought he would be alright today, but 
obviously that wasn't the case.”
